Galvanized steel cable an- 
chors connect with both 
top and center hoops 
through equalizing saddles 
attached to ground rods. 



An unobstructed contin- 
uous door opening, 22 
inches wide, which enables 
the feeder to raise the 
doors as he comes to them 
and pitch out on a level 
instead of pitching silage 
up two or more feet over 
doors and cross bars. 

Unadilla doors can never 
stick or bind. A few turns 
of nuts here adjust door 
frame to perfectly fit the 
doors, always insuring an 
air-tight door. 



Our safe fasteners make a 
permanent, substantial lad- 
der, which may be used to 
any height in the silo. The 
rounds are 11 Vi inches 
apart, stand out 5 inches 
from door and are 12 
inches wide.
